The Bryant-Jordan Stu- 
dent-Athlete Scholarship 
Program celebrates out- 
standing high school seniors 
who demonstrate hard 
work, determination and 
commitment that has led to 
success in sport and aca- 
demics, and Elba High 
School proudly calls the 
Class 1A Region 2 Achieve- 
ment Winner its own! 

Elba High School senior 
Leighanne Sanders recently 
was named the Achieve- 
ment Winner for Class 1A 
Region 2. She now will at- 
tend the 35th Annual 
Bryant-Jordan Awards Ban- 
quet set for Monday, April. 
13, at the Sheraton Hotel in 
Birmingham, Ala. 

Sanders and the other re- 
gion winners from across 
the state for all classes will 
be honored at the banquet 
and further scholarship an- 
nouncements will be made. 

“T really didn’t expect to 
make it past the area,” 
Sanders said regarding her 
region award. “I was like... 
yeah, I went through some- 
thing hard, but others have 
gone through things harder 
than me. I was surprised but 
really thankful to be 
chosen.” 

The scholarship program 
was established by the Ala- 
bama Sports Hall of Fame 
in partnership with the Ala- 
bama High School Athletic 
Association. It was built on 
the belief that education and 
athletics could work to- 
gether to motivate young 


people to excel. 

Named after two Ala- 
bama sports legends — Paul 
“Bear” Bryant and Ralph 
“Shug” Jordan, the Bryant- 
Jordan Scholarship Program 
brings together the best and 
brightest high school senior 
student-athletes from 52 re- 
gions in Alabama awarding 
college scholarships to cele- 
brate those achievements. 
The Bryant-Jordan Program 
honors students who are ex- 
ceptional academically, as 


well as those who have 
overcome major obstacles 
to succeed — the two major 
categories recognized are 
the Scholar-Athlete Award 
and the Achievement Award 
[which Sanders received for 
her region].

New Brockton Town Council helps 
with water need at town cemetery

The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday night, 
March 2, for the regular 
monthly meeting, and coun- 
cil member Ralph Medley 
presided over the meeting 
due to Mayor Kathy Holley 
being unable to attend due 
to an illness. 

The meeting was quite 
routine, but council 
members did approve a 
request to have a water 
meter installed at the town 
cemetery. 

Town clerk Debbie An- 
drews explained there is a 
need to have water at the 
cemetery for watering the 
grass, being able to mix 
roundup on occasion to help 
eliminate weeds, etc.; ho- 
wever, there has not been 
water availability there. She 
said the volunteers oversee- 
ing the upkeep of the ceme- 
tery have had to transport 
water in the past to accom- 


plish these and other things. 

Medley said the cost for 
installing the water meter 
would be $457 and the 
minimum water bill for that 
meter would be $18.19 each 
month for up to 2,000 gal- 
lons usage of water. The 
recommendation was for the 
town to pay these costs, and 
a like motion was approved 
with no opposition. 

The council also ap- 
proved a recommendation 
to accept a bid from South- 
ern Software Inc. for the po- 
lice department. 

Police Chief Dale Grimes 
said this would allow police 
officers to complete their in- 
cident reports, etc. with the 
most up-to-date software. 
He said the program the de- 
partment had been using for 
reports is being abandoned 
by the state and would soon 
no longer be available for 
use.

CCBOE members vote to oppose 
possible school start date legislation

The Coffee County Board 
of Education met Thursday 
night, Feb. 27, for a called 
meeting, and there were 
several matters on the 
agenda for board membe: 
to consider. : 

Upon the recommenda- 
tion of Superintendent 
Kevin Killingsworth, the 
board approved a resolution 
opposing potential school 
start date legislation. Board 
chairman Brian McLeod 
said there is talk of potential 
legislation coming out of 
the current state legislative 
session for the school year 
start day to be after Labor 
Day and for the school year 
to end before Memorial Day 
each year. 

Killingsworth explained 
this further. He said the po- 
tential legislation is coming 
from Alabama State Repre- 
sentative Steve Hurst, Dis- 
trict 35, wanting the start 
date to be after Labor Day 
and for school to end before 
Memorial Day. 

“As an educator, I don’t 
know how he proposes 
that,” Killingsworth said. “I 
believe it would be a det- 
riment to our kids and our 
school system.” 

He said it is his under- 
standing that Hurst’s rea- 
soning is to allow of age 


students more time for 
summer jobs. However, 
Killingsworth said many of 
these students already have 
jobs through the system’s 
CoOp program. 

“We have over 60 stu- 
dents participating in our 
CoOp program at our 
schools,” he said. 

Further, Killingsworth 
said the system already had 
been working on its pro- 
posed school calendar for 
the 2020-2021 school year, 
which he planned to bring to 
the board for approval at the 
next regular meeting. He 
said Coffee County Schools,

her desire to be successful 
in all that she did, and she 
made it happen.

When poincdhiag: ceca or wears out, hears many pigke us go 
and dig up something older and less functional as a replace- 
ment? Usually not. We are much more inclined to find 
something new and better than what we had before. Over 
the next four weeks we are going to examine some amazing 
Old Testament heroes. Then we will lace our thread through 
to the New Testament to see if we can find something new 


and better. 


Let’s begin with Abraham and his son Isaac. You see, in 
the days of the Old Testament, people sinned just like you 
and I do today. However, in order for their sins to be for- 
given, they were required to sacrifice an animal. Well, God 
spoke to Abraham one day and instructed him to sacrifice 
his son, Isaac, instead of an animal. I’m quite sure that 
Abraham didn’t jump for joy in excitement over this com- 
mand. I feel certain that there was an internal battle raging 
in Abraham over doing what God told him to do and doing 
what he wanted to do.
